WasHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 27, 1869. 


Mr. Editor: Some months ago our Re- 
publican Mayor appointed two colored cit- 
zens on the Board of Trustees of the Public 
Schools, in the place of two of the most ef- 
ficient members. one of whom had done 
more for the advancement and improve- 
ment of the schools than any one else. It 
was stated at the time the above appoint- 
ments were made, that it was intended to 
admitcolored children to the white schools. 
No such attempt was made, however, until 
recently. {It appears that Mr. Vashon, one 
of the colored trustees, issued a certificate 
of admission to a little daughter of Rev. 5. 
B. Martin, a bright mulatto, who is the 
pastor of a colored Presbyterian Church in 
the Ist ward. As the child is nearly white, 
the teacher admitted her. Upon ascertain- 
ing to the contrary, she refused to class 
her, and referred the matter to the Trustees. 
She was instructed by them to consider the 
child as temporarily suspended. The Sub- 
Board held a meeting and considered the 
matter. Being unable tocometo a decision, 
they submitted the following questions to 
- corporation attorney, Wm. A. Cook, 

sq.: 

1, Does the act of Congress, March 18th, 
1869, entitled, “An act for the further se- 
curity of equal rights in the District of 
Columbia,” have the effect to strike out the 
word “white” from the corporation law 
establishing our present system of schools, 
namely : the act of November 12, 1858 ? 

2. If not, what is the legal interpretation 
of the word “ white,” by which we should 
be governed in the admission of pupils to 
the public schools? Does it designate those 
only who have no admixture of African 
blood—or where shall the line of distinction 
be drawn? 

3. Under existing laws, establishing sep- 
arate systems of schools for white and cole 
ored children, is the admission of any of the 
latter class into-the schools under our 
charge legal ? 

There are fifty-nine publie schools for 
colored childred in this city, having color- 
ed trustees and colored teachers. But Mar- 
tin does not choose to send his child to one 
of tiem, and seeks to test his privilege of 
sending her to a white school. He is back- 
ed up by the Mayor, who insits that the 
teacher shall either admit her or resign. 
Several of the white children have been 
withdrawn from the school, and thus the 
matter rests until the corporation attorney 
gives his opinion. 

The whole thing is but part of a pre-ar- 
ranged scheme of certain politicians to 
force social equality, not only on the peo- 
ple of this city, but of the entire country. 
The colored people have not made this is- 
sue, being content with their own schools. 
The usual meeting of the Cabinet took 
place yesterday, at which the President 
read his forthcoming message to Congress. 
It is understood that he does not an- 
nounce any financial policy, but merely re- 
fers to the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.

Dear Constitution: Here Iam, among the 
gnats and sand-flies; frost on the ground, 
and fighting musquitoes. What a country! 
Still, these people seem to enjoy life. Plen- 
ty to eat and drink, if we are to judge 
from appearances. I have seen more 
drunken men along the line of railroad, af- 
ter leaving Savannah, than I have seen for 
months in traveling. I take it for granted 
they have plenty of money and no poor 
in. 

Quite a tide of invalids are coming to 
Florida this winter. I have scen a number 
of poor consumptive mortals making their 
way here, perfect walking skeletons, trying 
to find some place to lengthen out their 
few suffering days. I learn that some few 
receive temporary relief, but none are 
cured. 

From a gentleman on board the cars, on 
the A. and G. R. R., I learned a very inter- 
esting story of an old lady, who died in 
Pierce county, Georgia, on the the 24th 
instant. On the 10th proximo she would 
have been one hundred and twenty-two 
years old. For the last twenty years she 
has been entirely clear of pain, never hav- 
ing experienced the slightest indication of 
pain. From that time she has been gradu- 
ally declining or returning to childhood. 
Her sight never failed her, until about two 
years ago ; her speech also failed about the 
same time; and before she died she 
could talk no more than a child. Her 
‘manners for some time have been simple 
and childish. When she died she made no 
signs of pain or suffering, but, like a little 
child falling asleep, fell into the arms of 
death. She had lived to see the sixth gen- 
eration of her own family, and up to with- 
in two years of her death she could tell 
how many of her own descendants there 
were.

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Amos Kendall—Some Remarkable

Mr. Kendall was always a favorite at 
Washington, where he has resided nearly 
forty years. He is said to have accumula- 
ted a fortune of half a million, largely in- 
vested in the District of Columbia and in 
Chicago. In Miss Martineau’s “ Retro- 
spect of Western Travel,” written in 1837, 
there is the following vivid sketch: 
I was fortunate enough once to catch a 
glimpse of the invisible Amos Kendall, 
one of the most remarkable men in Amer- 
ica. He is supposed to be the moving 
spring of the whole administration; the 
inker, planner and doer; but it is all in 
the dark.
